LonpDon, June 9.—The opposition to the I- 
censing clauses of the local government bill 
has proved too strong to be resisted and the 
Government have determined to drop them. 
It is difficult to see whatelse they could do. 
To persevere with the clauses in their present 
form would have been to court certain defeat, 
and the Government men are admittedly afraid 
to face the country by dissolving Parliament. 
Member after member declared his intention 
of voting against the Government, including 
quite a respectable minority even of the 
Unionist coalition. Yesterday the Tory mem- 
bers for London met, and agreed to ask the 
Governmentto withdraw the clauses. This 
finally led to theirabandonment. It is signifi- 
cant that there is a complete change of tone of 
the ministerial organs in regard to those who 
organized great hostile demonstrations in 
Hyde Park last Sunday. The Standard, while 
deploring the fact as a victory of the opposition 
and as testimony to the strength of the. Home 
Rulers, admits that the advocates of local op- 
tion are not confined to one party, 
and the Morning Post announces its conviction 
that the honest leaders of the temperance 
movement are not confined to one side of the 
House. Even with the bill lightened to this 
important extent, however, the chances of 
passing it this session are problematical. At 
yesterday’s sitting only eighteen lines were 
got through out of 4,360. At the same rate it 
would take 242 sittings to dispose of the bill, 
or at least four times as long as the present 
session is to run. 


THE BOARD OF WORKS. 

The proceedings of the Royal Commission 
on the conduct of the Metropolitan Board of 
Works yesterday were an instructive study 
for Tory orators who have never ceased 
since the Tammany scandal to taik of the 
corruption of American officials. As the in- 
quiry proceeds, member after member be- 
comes implicated in rascally proceedings, 
until it is abundantly clear why the board 
persisted in shielding their clerk, Robertson, 
last year, in spite of the suspicious circum- 
stances brought to light respecting him. Large 
sums of money are now admitted to have been 
received as blackmail by men who had con- 
trol of millions of the public money. Villiers, 
the proprietor of the music hall of doubtful 
reputation, called the Pavillion, near Regent 
street, has risen from poverty to great af- 
fluence by securing in a few years the first 
building owned by the board, then the site for 
the new building at ridiculously low rates. 
He submitted correspondence he had with 
Goddard, the official of the board, detailed to 
look after this property. The correspondence 
implicates several others. Goddard’s letters 
are full of unblushing avowals of dishonesty 
accompanied with ravings about spiritualism. 
While admitting what a rascal he is, he says 
in one letter, referring to Robinson: ‘‘I must 
beware of him; he is an unprincipled scoun- 
drel.’’

The Alleged Parnell Letters Held by the 
London Times.“

LONDON, June 9.—In connection with the 
forthcoming law-suit by Mr. O’Donnell, late 
Member of Parliament for Dungarven, for 
libel against the Times, the plaintiffs have, in 
conformity with the terms of the act of Par- 
liament, asked to be furnished with the chief 
documents relied upon by the other side. The 
only document which they have received of 
any real importance is a letter in the same 
handwriting as one of which a lithographed 
copy was published some time ago in the 

Times, and which was pronounced by both 
Mr. Parnell and fis friends to be aclumsy 
forgery. 

The second letter, which is dated ‘‘9—1—’82,’’ 
is substantially as follows, and commenced 
Dear Sir’’ (doubtless Patrick Egan), and 
goes on to express surprise that ‘‘nothing has 
been done while the best men in Ireland were 
in prison, ’’and adds: 


Let there be no more hesitancy. Remem- 
ber 47 promised to make it too hot for Fos- 
ter & Co., and yet nothing has been done to 
show that you have power and that it was 
not amere empty boast. My health is good.

Anyhow, we have no trouble tosell the goods. 
Many a man who could afford to buy custom- 
made clothes picks outa pair of pants or a 
coat from my Stock.

TOLD BY THE SERVANTS. 


THE 


THEY GIVE THEIR OPINIONS UPON 
SERVANT-GIRL QUESTION. 


Some Experience of “Living Out” in This 
Country— Not an Altogether Pleasant 
Occupation. 


From the New York Mail and Express. 

I have taken some pains within the past 
fortnight to get at the opinions of a group of 
fairly intelligent servant girls on the servant 
girl question, and venture to set down the 
statements of half a dozen as possessing at 
least the interest of novelty, in viewof the 
pfactthatthe house mistress, the funny man 
and the wise man have hitherto monopolized 
the fleld of debate. Domestic service is the 
only labor which is endlessly’talked about 
without talking. 

The servants whom I have met and who 
have in some cases written out their experi- 
ences for me are, with one exception, for- 
eigners, who have lived out“ from two to. 
twelve years inthis country. Iwas ableto 
induce some little freedom of conversation on 
their part through the good offices of one or 
two women physicians who have some prac- 
tice among them, and one of whom has con- 
sidered a project for a neighborhood guild 
to provide a pleasant meeting room and ra- 
tional amusements for servants who are 


without relatives in the city on their even- 
ings ‘‘out.’’ The comments made by the 
irls, who, asarule, have lived in average 
amilies, not rich and not poor, are expres- 
sions of individual opinion, but carry some 
weight as representing average serv- 
ants’ views of the average servant’s con- 
dition. 

J have lived in four families and I have 
been in America four years,’’ said a Swedish 
girl of 22 or 28, whose broken English I shall 
not try to reproduce, but whose sentences I 
have written out as nearly as possible 
as they were spoken. ‘‘You may give my 
true name. Tina Anderson, fer I am going 
to Minnesota to be near my brother in a few 
days, and if it is in the papers I shall not care. 
We lived in the country at home, north of 
Upsala, andI was not strong enough to work 
in the field. So my mother died and I thought 
I would come to this country and get better 
wages, and my brother drove two daysina 
wagon before we came where there was a rail- 
road and cars. I was homesick, and I worked 
first for a lady whose husband kept a saloon. 
They say a Swedish girl won't stay any time 
in a place, but I had to go away because it 
made me sick to wash all the towels that was 
alloyer beer. They brought them home from 
the saloon every day. hen I worked fora 
lady that lived ina flat. There was only five 
rooms and the work was easy and the lady 
was good, but there was no room for me. 80 
she put me in a closet of the hall and there 
was just room for my bed inside. If I went in 
my room I had to — onthe bed. There was 
not two inches of floor. S0 I could not 
breathe. And I had nowhere to put my 
clothes. The next lady I lived with died and 
the last one I was cook for her. She had two 
servants and I. could make desserts, 80 I 

ot $14 a month. But she had dinner so 
ate eve day. It was not on the 
table till most 7 o’clock every night. 
Then when had eaten mine 
and washed the dishes and put things away it 
was 8:30 o’clock and I could not go outdoors 
one minute tili then, only once a week and 
often not till after 2 0’clock then. In the win- 
ter lnever saw much ofthe sun. I got sick 
and the doctor said it was too little air and I 
would not be better unless lI was more out of 
doors. 80 I am going to my brother out West. 
I have sent home money to my father every 


ear. 
1 ‘I have earned much more than a girl could 
there, but I would like to go back again. Girls 
that work for ladies can’t associate with other 
giris here, and if you have an afternoon you 
can’t have any pleasant time. I have been to 
two er one summer, and not an 
else but to buy things with another girl or to 
see a girl that was married. And you can’t 
have folks come to see you. I know a girl that 
lost her place because two cousins, and they 
were both girls, came to see her and the lady 
found them in the kitchen one evening.’’ 

AN IRISH GIRL’S VIEW. 

A smart Irish girl with big blue-black Irish 
eyes, who looked fully able to hold her own in 
any situation in which she might find herself, 
wrote out the following for me with consider- 
able pride in herspelling and neat penman-

ship: 

1 Bave lived out five years. I was the oldest 
of a big family of children, and they sent me 
over hereto see if the big stories the boys 
told about thie country were true. I 

always had good wages. I don’t 

any irl finds fault with her 

wages. If she don't like them in one place she 
can go to another and get more. She can get 
$8 the day she’s out of Castle Garden, and $10 
in two or three months, and $12 as soon as she 
can do general housework, and 514 if she's a 
retty good cook, and $16 if she’s real smart. 
— girls get $18, and most girls don't have 
any trouble about their time out either. I’ve 
gotacousin in a factory and it takes her ali 
herevenings to clear up her room and tidy 
herself up and sew. She gets all day Sunday, 
of course, but it ain’t so very much more than 
we get, after all. A girl as lives out has every 
other Sunday afternoon and every other 
Tnursday afternoon from 2 or half past to 10:30 
o’clock. It's hot working in the small kitch- 
ens in flats especially, but there’s more va- 
riety in it and less tiresome than running a 
machine or being a shop-girl, so things is fair- 
ly even so far. But living out with some folks 
is not so pleasant as it might be. Folks don’t 
have any feeling for their girls. They don’t 
think a girl has any right to like pretty things 
or pleasant things. I’ve “never had a 
lace yet where thev didn’t pack me away 
2 a bare room under the skylight without 
much of any furniture but a bed and a chair, 


|igometimes a faded carpet and sometimes not 


any stall, hot as it could be in summer and 
no way to warm it in winter, the forlornest 
place to sit down in at any time. Ofcourse I 
can’tever feel settled, and I keep — 
maybe I'll be better somewhere else, and so 
keep changing, though I'd be glad enough to 
stay in one place if I ever got anything ofa 
home feeling anywhere. Girls as can do their 
work decently don’t like to move round, and, 
if they keep going there's some reason for it 
you can be sure. Living out is lonesome de- 
cause you can’t see company. 

Some ladies lets their girls have friends 
come, but more don’t at least if the friend is a 
man. I ain’t unreasonable, andI don’t believe | 
ifl was a lady and went down stairs just be- 
fore bedtime to tell the girl what to cook for 
breakfast, I should like itifI almost ran over 
aman with his feet up in a chair anda pipe in 
his mouth as like as not. But that could be 
fixed if the ladies was only a mind. Where 
the honse is big enough they could make the 
girls more interested and contented if there 
was some room, notthe kitchen, where girls 
knew they could have company at reasonable 
times, And where the house isn’t big enough 
they could fix it, when girls might have com- 
pany, and when they mightn’t, if they would 
take the pains. It ain’t the work or the hours 
or the money that’s the trouble, but the feel- 
ing toward girls. 

Another Irish girl whom I may call Mary 
Coughlin, and who is, I am told, an unusually 

lever and eapable cook, has been in the 
United States ten years, is 26to 27 years old, 
and more than ordinarily good looking, with 
curly hair and a sturdy, sensible face. When 
I asked her how the girls whom she knew 
liked living out, and why so many of them 
went into factories or shops instead, she 
answered substantially as follows, looking 
over my shoulder to be sure I put down just 
what she said: 

It is not true that there are now plenty of 


good girls to be had. There are always good 


girls if a lady is willing to pay what the work 
is worth. But some people seem to think 
that they ought to get everything for nothing, 
and that itis really a privilege for which the 
girl almost ought to pay herself to stand over 
the range all day, and then sit on the edge of 
a hard cot all the evening to sew on the white 
aprons that make her look so slick when she 
opens the doorto the young lady’s callers, 
while she is forbidden to have any callers 


herself. 

Most of the girls I know feel sorest over the 
feeling everybody has that a servant girl 
hasn't any business to spend her money for 
goes clothes. They know thatfolks feel dif- 
erently toward them from what they do to 
other people, and they don’t want to look like 
servants when they go outdoors. That's why 
some girls spend more than they would other- | 
wise, for most girls, leastways oh girte take | 
pre good care of their money, . Where 
ain’t one in four but has to send 
money home, for times is always bad 
over there. There’s, an old father or 
mother to support, or there’s a brother 
and sister that thinks they might do better 
hereand there’s the mone save for the 
passage to fetch them over. ost giris save a 
good deal considering what they earn.

Now, Mary, you'd better be brisk with 
your work this morning so's to get afew 
minutes to rest this afternoon. You know I 
can’t let you go out very often and it’s a 
special favor and you want to be fresh to en- 
joy it;“ or else it would be: 

Now, Mary, de careful when you hang out 
the clothes; wrap up and don’t take cold, for 
I can’t let you go out, very often, and it would 
be a pity to spoil it by getting sick.’’

A ROSY GRETCHEN’S OPINION, 

A blonde Gretchen, rosy and good-hearted,- 
who came from the fatherland when she was 
a child, and who has lived for seven or eight 
yearsin the families of New Yorkers, rich 
enough to keep two or three maids in addition 
to her, said very readily, when I found her in 
n fairly comfortable cheap boarding-house 
between places a day or two ago: 

You may say what you like of what I tell you 
if you do not print my name. Ido not like to 
live out because I cannot have aroom alone. 
There are always ali the other girls and some- 
times all in one bed. Once Ihad a room to 
myself, and then I did not mind, though it was 
very small and not comfortable at all. Some 

irls have a very good time. vag | get better 

ood than when they work in a factory, and 
maybe cook for themselves over a gas jet. 
Most girls get very pase food, but not all. 
Some families put all they have on show and 
buy fine clothes and fine furniture, and hardly 
spend anything for decent things to eat at all. 
They set the most scimping tables, and there 
isn’t anything left for the help. Sonie fam- 
llies are so bad that way that girls know them 
by reputation and won't hire out to them and 
they have to send to Castle Garden every time 
mer want a girl. 

Girls are very good to one another often. I 
have known lots of girls to save their wages 
to buy bedding and lamps and furniture and 
— things for a nice set out to some girl 
they knew was going to get married. But 
girls don’t think so very much about 
getting married. They don’t have much 
chance that — If they want to see a man— 
even their brother—they have to do it out of 
doors, in the streets nights, and then so many 
men wouldn’t marry servant girls. A shop 
— can get a nice man who can set up house- 

eeping in real good style, but a servant girl 
can’t. If she marries, as like as not she has 
to get a place again and go to work before 
long. And if it don’t come to that the work is 
just as hard without the money she earned or 
the conveniences she got used to. Girls have 
the hardest and easiest time in July and Aa- 
— when the families go to the country. 

ts of people turn away their girls 
leave them to find a new place 
or do washing or scrubbing till thry 
gethome. Idon’t see how such families ex- 
pect to get good servants when they see how 
thin and worn out the girls look in the fall. 
Other people leave their girls to look after the 
honses on half wages, and then there is a fine 
vacation to be had. Some take their girls 
with them, and then maybe the girls get 
beaux in the farmers’ hired men, and those 
matches don’t turn out so bad. 

A Vermont farmer’s daughter, who used to 
be a school teacher and lost her health at it, 
tried to regain her robustness by taking a 
4 as — maid to three small New 

ork children. This is how she succeeded as 
she detailea the experience to me: 

I had heard that the children’s maid had the 
best of everything inthe house, comfortable 
sleeping rooms, good food and plenty of ex- 
ercise out of doors. These things were just 
whatI needed. What I found in reality was 
that I couldn’t sleep in the fine bedrooms, be- 
cause the three babies—the youngest was 4 
months and the oldest 4 years—kept wanting 
things in the night, and 1 must be up over 
them and never by any chance let them 
ery. They went to bed 7 o'clock, 
and I had to sit the whole evening in 
the ens room with the gas 
turned down, unable to read or sew, just 
holding my bands in the dark, and so nervous 
I thought I should scream. Iate at the chil- 
dren’s table, and got children’s dainty food, 
but little or no meat, never a hearty dinner, 
such as a grown woman needs. Ihad half a 
day off a fortnight and $15 a month. The strain 
of day and night attendance on children with- 
out proper food was much harder than teach? 
ing. 

An older woman than any of the others, a 
Nova Scotian, who is perhaps more of a house- 
keeper than a servant girl, said: 

Servant girls are a class by themselves. 
They don’t associate with any but other girls, 
and theycome tofeel themselves set apart 
from other people. The best of them in the 
city are taking much interest in learning to 
do nice cookery whenever they get a chance 
at lessons, even paying good prices out of 
their wages forthem.

READING FOR SUMMER. 


EDGAR FAWCETT ON OUR LITERATURE FOR 
COUNTRY AND SEASIDE. 


A Tribute to Matthew Arnold—Browning’s 
Poems Make Poor Summer Reading— 
Amelie Rives—A Criticism of the Fair 
Young Authoress—Young Girls -and Sum- 
mer Novels—Our Warm Weather Kead- 
ing. 


F Ibad been asked to 
write something about 
the best books for 
winter instead of sum- 
mer reading it is almost 
sure thatI should have 
begun my article, just 
as I do now, witha ref- 
erence to the works of 
the late Matthew Ar- 
nold, for the loss of this 
| Valued writer is still so 
recent that its vibra- 
tions may be said not 
yet to have ceased throughout the literatures 
of two continents. The summer, however, is 
doubtless more suitable for much of Arnold’s 
work; it was my own personal experience to 
have first read all his limpid and graceful 
poetry under the shade of trees and near the 
buoyant musie of birds, and it is verse tha 
suits most harmoniously just these surround- 
ings. Eventhe martial and bellicose tale of 
‘‘Sohrab and Rustum’’ is told with a 
tranquil earnestness that gives it now and 
then almost a meditative atmosphere. Iam 
not aware, by the way, what was the precise 
date of its composition, but the blank-verse 
manner of this poem is so similar to that of 
Lord Tennyson as to rouse surprise in any 
reader familiar with the Laureate’s unrhymed 
masterpieces. I do not believe there can be 
more than fifteen years, at the furthest, be- 
tween the present age of Lord Tennyson and 
the age that Arnold had reached when he 
died. 

At the time ‘‘Sohrab and Rustum’’ was 
written the immense success of Lord Tenny- 
son was yet in the dimness of the future; and 
when one poet devotedly imitates anot’ r he 
is apt to select for his mingled idol » odel 
a fellow-singer whose brows 5 
been rather tu - Ope sees 
the astonishing Tee- 2 - 

‘‘SOHRAB AND-RUSTUM’’ 
(which, by the way, I never recollect having 


seen discussed before’, Arnold has written |" 


other poems of amuch more authentic and 
individual sort. The bestof these are ‘‘The 
Scholar Gypsy,’’ ‘‘Obermann Once More,’’ 
‘‘Stanzas from the Grande Chartreuse’’ and 
‘*‘Empedocles on Etna.“ He was so distinctly 
not a great poet that his most profound ad- 
mirers have never ventured to call him one. 
But he was a poet in whom taste and a certain 
sad dignity prevailed, and if u was true that 
he had a marble muse, equally was it true 
that her placid austerity charmed more than 
it repelled. Still he had few captivating 
glances as a poet, and it isthe worst of wis- 
takes to claim for him that his verse was al- 
ways technically flawiess. It was, indeed, 
both rough and lame at times, and his sonnets 
are very poor specimens of that kind of work. 

As a prose-writter his style was remarkably 
lucid, but little more can be said ot it. His 
vocabulary was limited, and to reiterate 
iteration itself became, after a while, actually 
a vice with him. As a philosopher, that home- 
ly phrase ‘‘on the fence’’ describes him best. 
His Oxford training would never permit him 
to trample tradition once and for all com- 
pletely under foot. He was for ever pausing 
on the brink of fearless free thought, yet he 
never had tourage enough once and for all to 
take the leap. This half attitude will imperil 
his writings for posterity, since he who has 
the element of intellectual insecurity in 
his work must always tempt the dis- 
dain of unborn generations. Each real human 
fame is a mountain seen in perspective by the 


mighty human caravan as it moves onward 
along the path of progress. Like a mountain, 
it mustrear itself definite and serene tobe 
acknowledged for fame atall. It must not 
slope vaguely and vacillatingly, like a mere 
unimportant hill. Otherwise, in the geogra- 
phy of earthly greatness it can hold no re- 
corded place. 7 
IT IS DIFFICULT, 

from one point of view, to accredit Matthew 
Arnold with half measures, when we recollect 
such a sentence as this from Literature and 
Dogma: ‘‘Miracles, the mainstay of popular 
religion, are touched with the spear of Ithu- 
riel;’’ or, again, from the same volume: 
„What is called orthodox theology is, 
in fact, an immense misunderstand- 
ing of the Bible.’’ But haif measures 
he undoubtedly preferred, and few of his most 
radical opinions never rid themselves from a 
background of orthodoxy. Beside such a 
writeras Prof. Huxley he sinks, as a philo- 
sophie essayist, into that which by contrast 
seems almost insignificance; and it appears to 
me that the central defect of all his so-called 
reformatory impulse was that he forever cried 
out for ‘‘sweetness and light’’to a century 
whose untaught millions havé wanted spell- 
ing and arithmetic. Moreover, the charge of 
‘*priggishness’’ could be applied to him, and 
is almost inseparable from his prosé work to 
anyone who carefully studies its dilettante 
axioms. 

While we are on the subject of a poet, I 
might say that it seems to meas if the works 
of Mr. Browning would make very poor sum- 
mer reading in the case ofany one (outside of 
Chicago) who attempted their cryptogramic 
discouragements for the first time. In Chi- 
cago and certain portions of Boston, I have 
been told, the atmosphere immediately as- 
sumes atingling and tonic quality whenever 
avolume of Mr. Browning’s is even referred 
to. But waiving all such meteorological phe- 
nomena, I should say that in ordinary parts of 
the United States it is best to do one’s reading 
of ‘‘Sordello,’’ The Ring and the Book, 
and ‘‘TheInn Album’’ when the weather is 
nice and bracing. 

TWO NOVELS 

are being widely discussed just now, and they 
aré perhaps as suitable foran hour or twoof 
enjoyment at the seaside or among the moun- 
tains as any thatI have seen for some time. 
The first of these is Miss Amelie Rives’ The 
Quick or the Dead?’’ which I holdto have 
been somewhat unfairly condemned. It isa 
book that certainly has faults, yet these faults 
are of over-opulence rather than aridity, and 
betray an undisciplined temperament rather 
than a common-pilace intellect. Ihave heara 
very sensible people of late declare ‘‘The 
Quickor the Dead?’’ abominable, shocking 
and silly. A little of it here and there is 
shocking, I willadmit; a little of itis even 
silly. But the main impression which the 
story produced upon me was that of finding 
myself diverted by the portraiture of an im- 

etuous, foolish, lovable young woman whom 
ate had treated with a really woful amount of 
N 

The English of the tale is at times notably 
strong, and at times weak even to hysteria. 
Miss Rives has plenty of brains wherewith to 
be a novelist, and a very distinguished one. 
She has arrest shown us this by her inven- 
tion of an original and strangely pathetic situ- 
ation as the idee mere of her novel. But she 
must learn that there are domains where even 
art may not set her privileged feet, that there 
are ideas no language can dignifiedly convey, 
and that there are descriptive effects which 
the English grammar must not be tortured to 
secure. Without —— by any means an imi- 
tator of Miss Rhoda Broughton, Miss Rives 
forcibly reminds us of the way- 
ward novelist who won ephemeral 
notoriety by such works as ‘‘Good-by, 
Sweetheart,’ and ‘‘Red as a Rose is 
She.’’ Miss Broughton frittered away on tri- 
fies talent that might have given her a lasting 
place in Victorian letters. t Miss Rives de- 
ware of the possible parallel!

**YOUNG GIRLS AND SUMMER NOVELS,’’ 

I shall also be expected to find The Truth 
About Tristrem Varick.’’ by Mr. Edgar Saitus, 
a work which young girls, at any season of the 
year, would consider rather too mundane and 
alarming. Butinepite of many hard words 
which T bave seen written regarding ‘‘Tris- 
trem Varick,’’ I cannot by any means 
rank myself among its detractors, and I 
believe there is a hundred fold less harm in its 
payee as the summer reading of the most sen- 
sib 
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ing hotel piazzas. Most ot that, I am sorry to 
state, is English reprint; and for pure, un- 
mixed immorality, commend me to the third 
and fourth rate modern English novel. Here 
the truth is incessantly not told, but falsified, 

arbled, voluptuously and Vipiously embel- 
fished. In ‘‘Tristrem Varick’’ it is told with 
the candor of a police report and with a liter- 
ary art that reminds one of Gautier. 

Mr. Saltus has a style as simple, flexible and 
glistening as that of Miss Rives is ponderous, 

recarious and defective. You see that he 

oves words and caresses them,just as Gautier 
did, tar their own sake; but he also loves 
ideas, and sharply dramatic ones as well. He 
possesses the keenest sense of beauty, and 
many of his sentences are equaled in their 
musical rise and fall only by the ex- 
treme vividness of the pictures they 
paint. His subjects ares now and 
then disliked by those to whom the terrible 
or painful in fiction is held unworthy ot treat- 
ment, but this aversion does not make the 
treatment which Mr. Saltus bestows on them 
any the less capable and striking. Iregard him 
as, perhaps, the most brilliantly equipped by 
nature of all our younger Americap novelists 
and he certainly is, thus far, the most fearless 
and original. is future teems with promise, 
just as his present teems with a most 
artistic and productive energy. 
**‘QUEEN MONEY’’ 

is a novel full of brightness and excellence. 
Its author manages to mingle good sense and 
sentiment in a surprising degree, and few 
books have appeared fora long time at once 
so interesting and so wholesome. It covers a 
larger canvas than did ‘‘Margaret Kent,’’ and 
its lines, for this reason, are often more 
sketchy and less pronounced; but, for ali 
that, it is so filled with good groupings, and so 
dominated by health and purity of feeling, 
that it is just the novel for young men and 
women to read while their summer leisure 
grants the opportunity. 

Of course I might speak of numerous other 
books which would admirably occupy the re- 
pose ofthe warmer months; butspace will not 
allow me to mention more than one,and this is 
„Looking Backward,’’ by Edward Bellamy.

y no means be calledanew one. A human 
intelligence regarding our earth years hence, 
in acondition of finer and richer develop- 
ment, has more than once before been made 
the subject of romance. It was done in that 
cleyer book ‘‘Erewhon,’’ and it was 
done in the first Lord Lyt- 
ton’s ‘‘Coming Race;’’ still later was

THE GAMES THEY PLAY ON US. 

The fisheries treaty may be postponed 
by the Senate for a political object till 
after the presidential election without 
damage to our fishing interests, because 
by agreement they are accorded all the 
benefits of the treaty pending its ratifi- 
cation. But the Western people must not 
be permitted to misunderstand the howl 
which will be raised in the meantime for 
a coercive policy of non-intercourse with 
Canada. 

It will have the same object in view as 
the how] against permitting Canadian rail- 
roads to compete with our railroad pools 
for East and West traffic. It will be alto- 
gether in the interest of certain greedy 
monopolists that want more “protection,” 
and the aim of it will be as much against 
the public interest as would a law forbid - 
ding the shipment of American grain, 
cotton or other products in any but Amer- 
ican built ships owned by a pool of Amer- 
ican stock companies. 

The Eastern mill owners have tried to 
compel the railroads to carry their goods 
at lower rates than is charged on the out- 
put of the new cotton and iron mills down 
South. Attempts have been made to in- 
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duce the Interstate Commerce Commis-: 


sion to discriminate in favor of particular 
States and sections in fixing railroad 
rates, and especially those affecting di- 
rect imports and exports between the 
Western and Southern States and foreign 
countries. This would simply make of 
railroad rates a protective tariff to bene- 
fit certain sections at the expense of 
others. 

The old Eastern and Middle States, with 
their accumulations of capital, their con- 
trol of the whole trade of the Union, their 
mortgages on the property in the West 
and South, are in a position to monopolize 
all the benefits of trade restriction by in- 
ternal or external tariffs, and have 
profited so much thereby at the expense 
of others that they should not be per- 
mitted to devise some new advantage out 
of every international complication that 
arises. They are always on the lookout 
for such *‘snaps,’” however, and generally 
work them for all they are worth.

John O’Day Tells the Jury That the Plaint- 
iff’s Pelitical Character Is Above Sus- 
picion and Compares Him to Gen. Grant 
—An Effort to Throw Light on Judicial 
Candidates’ Assessments

Takes the Stand. 


In view ofthe impossibility of concluding 
the Lancaster-Glover $150,000 damage suit to- 
day, Judge Valliant was considerate enough 
to permit the absence of the jury until 11 
o’clock this morning—an hour later than 
usual—that these martyrs to the cause of good 
citizenship might give a fleeting attention to 
the private business matters they have been 
forced to neglect for three weeks. 
The first quarter of the forenoon hour, how- 
ever, had chimed before proceedings were 
begun, in the consciousness that the day 
would be necessary for evidence and that 
some time must elapse before the lawyers 
would be ready to make their closing ad- 
dresses. 


SAMUEL KENNARD 
was the first witness examined in rebuttal by 
Mr. Laughlin. He thought he knew the de- 
fendant’s general reputation for honesty, and 
that it was good. On cross-examination he 
admitted having heard Lancaster’s political 
reputation attacked during the past few years, 
and was then excused. 
JAS. O. BROADHEAD, 

the next witness, said he had been a member 
of the Board of Freeholders that had framed 
the Scheme and Charter, and at Mr. Laugh- 
lin’s request, named the members of the 
board.

The Old Complaint of Local Barb-Wire Men 
Breaks Out Afresh. 


The old complaint of the barb-wire men that 
the railroad rates on their product are ruin- 
ous and discriminate in favor of Pittsburg as 
against St. Louis, appears to have broken out 
afresh, Last year the local manufacturers of 
wire vowed that they would stand it no longer 
and would be obliged to go out of business un- 
less something was done, as from their 


pomt of view it was manifestly 
unfair to haul wire from Pittsburg to Texas as 
cheaply as from St. Louis to Texas. The rail- 
road people thought the matter over and the 
lines west of the * managed to ad- 
just their difference with the Queen & Crescent 
and other Southeastern roads. But the old 
differential trouble is again aflame. The 
Southern Wire Company, whose factory is lo- 
cated at Twenty-first and Gratiot streets, 
is about to remove from the _ city 
and centralize at Pittsburg, where the firm 
already has an interest, President John Gates 
giving as the sole cause for this action the 
deciaration thatthe railroads were freezing 
the company out, and that this, together with 
the cost of bringing the crude material here, 
combined to preclude the possibility of profit. 
The machinery isnow in course of removal, 
and Mr. Gates denies the story that there has 
been a strike because the men were asked to 
work more for the money they have been re- 
ceiving. Nearly one hundred hands have 
been employed at the factory.

CITIZENS TAKE A HAND. 


A MEETING OF TELEPHONE SUBSCRIBERS 
CALLED FOR TUESDAY 


/ 

To Protest Against the Removal of the In- 
struments—More Boxes Taken Out—The 
City Hall Hanging onto One Box—Dele- 
gate Monahan Wants the Liverymen’s 
Association to Act as Arbitrator—He Will 
Propose Compromise Legislation—What 
Business Men Say About the Telephene 
War * ' 


The removal of telephones still goes merrily 
on. It is one of the oddities of the situation 
that telephone users are continually calling 
‘for subseripers who have lost their 
instruments. There never were 80 
many demands for the Exposition 
telephone, the exchange girls say, as there 
have been during yesterday and to-day. The 
Mercantile Club telephone has also been in 
great demand, and persons who have inter- 
ests on the river find the removal of the St. 
Louls & Paul Packet Co.’s instrument and 
Jenkins & Sass’ phone a source of 
infinite annoyance. Deere, Mansur & Co. 
needed three phones in the transaction of 
their business and have none now. There is 
but one telephone in the City Hail—that in the 
Council Chamber, and it is of no value to 
Councilman N. O. Nelson, for he has been 
deprived of his instrument. To-day six more 
instruments were taken out by the Bell Co.’s 
employes, and six subscribers were made 
unhappy and indignant. The gradual with- 
drawal of instruments will go on next week 
unless some means is adopted to check it. 
Acting Mayor Allen took no action in the 
premises to-day and there were no develop- 
ments in the matter at the City Hall. 

Delegate Patrick Monaban, recogniz 
ing the great benefit the tele- 
phones are to the liverymen—he has 
a livery stable on North Seventh street— 
saw President Scott of the Liverymen’s As- 
sociation this morning with reference to call- 
ing a meeting of the association. He pro- 
poses that the trade shall take some action on 
the threatened removal of their telephones, 
think we should do —— he sald, 
before this matter has gone too far. The tele - 
phone is a great convenlence in our business 
and I do not see how we can afford to dispense 
with it. Ifthe telephones ure all taken out it 
willbe a long time before we can get them 
back again, and in the meantime we would be 
at grea inconvenience,’’ 

What would you have done?’’

N. O. Nelson said: I donot think the tele- 
phone is as much of a convenience as it seems 
to be. When all are taken out I doubt if we 
shall miss them at all.

A box near by, on which he was supposed to 
have stood, gave coloring to this, and every 
one expressed sympathy for the family. 

Mrs. Stoffle was apparently much grieved, 
and although she was eccentric in her habits 
and had often treated her children cruelly her 
grief was supposed to be genuine. 

After the funeral of the lad she became 
more and more depressed and at last her 
mind gave way and she had to be confined; 
Her ravings were terrible and she made 
several violent attacks upon other members 
ofthe family. A person wasthen found who 
had heard her remark the Saturday before the 
boy’s death that he would not live until 
Monday morning. 

Further investigation created a strong sus- 
picion thatshe had hung her own son, and 
Sheriff Devine was given charge of the case. 
The evidence against the woman is strong. It 
is alleged that in a rational moment she con- 
fessed to first drugging him with morphine 
and then suspending his body from the rafter.

TALK ABOUT THE TARIFF. — 


A Connecticut Manufacturer Discusses Some 
Phases of the Question. 


H. Burnell, a member of the Connecticut 
delegation who left last night, remarked, in 
reference to the tariff revision advocated by 
the Democratic party: ‘‘In talking the 
matter over with my drother dele- 
gates, especially those from the South 
and West, I found a most pecullar 


and to me incomprehensible misapprehension 
prevailing as to the effect that a reduction of 
the tariff would have in cert oases, and 
these by no means isolated. One of the most 
frequently urged reasons for a reduction of 
the tari is the large surplus which is 
accumulating in the treasury, and 
which operates as a constant temptation 
to extravagance. The general opinion 
seems to be that a reduction of the tariff 
means a reduction of the revenue, and conse- 
quently of the surplus. No manufacturer 
would for a moment be gullty of falling into 
sO gross and potent an error, but 1 find it 
wofully prevalent among the agricultural 
delegates. 
REVENUB INCREASED BY TARIFF REDUOTION. 
„A lowering of the tariff means in most, if not 
all cases, a decided increase in the Custom-house 
receipts. Take the instance of an industry in 
which lam interested, aud therefore, well- 
informed. Connecticut manufactures an im- 
mense quantity of needles and pins. Owing to 
the heavy protective 8 none can compete 
with us except in the best varieties, and in 
consequence the amount paid as duty on En- 
lish pins and needles is very small. But 
t this coy Se decreased 50 per cent and the 
pe will that all the ee goods ex- 
uded by the present tariff will find a profit- 
able market, and where hundreds of dollars 
were formerly collected at the Custom-house, 
thousands will be after the passage of the bill, 
and the revenue largely increased. In woolen 
oods the same condition of affairs exists. A 
owering of the tariff by say 50 per cent does 
not mean a reduction of the revenue derived 
from this source by that amount, but an in- 
crease of say 1,000 per cent. I was talking with 
an Indiana wool-grower who told me the same 
thing would happen in his industry. But 
little south American wool enters our ports 
under the present tariff and the amount col- 
lected is consequently small. But let the 
fences be partially taken down and a perfest 
flood will come in, increasing the receipte ten 
or twenty fold. The Democratic party will 
thus be called upon to free a surplus far 
larger than that produced by the present 
arrangement. People should recognize the 
fact that a 25 per cent reduction of tariff does 
not mean a 25 pe cent reduction of revenue, 
but in many, if not most cases, an increase of 
from 100to 1,000 per cent. The only certain 
way to reduce the revenue is either to put 
the tariff so high that no goods can 
profitably compete with the home 
product, orto admit everything free. A low 
tariff, under which millions of dollars’ worth 
of goods pay duty, will produce a far greater 
revenue, and consequently a larger surplus, 
than one under which only afew thousand dol- 
lars worth come in. There are many reasons 
for tariff reduction, and I am in favor of 
it, but those who expect to thereby 
reduce the surplus are n an ignus 
tatuus. On any articles which we do not pro- 
duce, and which have to come in, no matter 
what the tariff is, such as tea and coffee, a re- 
duction in rate means a reduction in revenue, 
eep goods out, 


but where the duty is laid 
a reduction means a large increase in custom- 
house receipts, and therefore in the surplus.’’

BALrmon, Md., June 9.—Horrible barbar- 
ism is being proved against the captains of 
Chesapeake Bay oyster dredgers. It is shown 
that in many places the unhappy crews have 
been so beaten and ill-treated that they have 
been glad to throw themselves in the water 
and drown, rather than suffer atthe hands of 
the brutal slave-driving captains, armed with 
knives and clubs. In a case before the Grand- 
jury of the United States District Court, a 


scathing report has been made, the text of 
which is as follows: 

It has been in evidence before us that 
gross 1 is practiced upon the crews of 
oyster dredging boats in the Chesapeake Bay 
and its tributaries; that these crews are often 
beaten with shovels, tron levers, knocked 
down with the fists and kicked, tied to one 
another, madeto work at the point of the 

istol and otherwise brutally treated, mak- 
ng their lives intolerable. o had evidence 
that corpses were seen floating on the waters 
in the neighborhood of the dredging grounds, 
creating a suspicion that the crime of 
murder mvy have been committed upon 
the dredging boats. After much care- 
ful investigation we find that it is 
next to impossible to fasten the death of 
these men upon the guilty party owing to col- 
lusion between owners, captains and mates of 
said vessels through motives of self-interest. 
We have bad evidence that the treatment by 
masters, captains and mates of dredging ves- 
sels of the crews has been so terrible that some 
would endanger their lives by swimming from 
vessels to the shore in order to escape. 

In oneinstence a man jumped overboard 
and was drowned, and it was believed com- 
mitted suicide, so terrible was the punish- 
ment inflicted upon him. We have nad testi- 
. before us that men and boys were shang - 
haied and induced to sign contracts by 
false representations. A number of them 
were foreigners, who, owing to their 
lack of knowledge of our language, were taken 
advantage of, and that men and boys were 
taken down the bay long after their contract 
time had expired, and often badly fed and not 
paid the wages due them. 

Now, in view of this testimony before us, 
we, the members of the grand inquest of the 
United States Court, District of Maryland, do 
most earnestly and respectfully suggest to the 
Honorable Court the necessity of calling the 
attention of the United States authorities to 
these offenses, so that its utmost powers under 
the laws may be exerted to have such prac- 
tices prevented in the future by throwing 
around these poor people such safeguards as 
are possible.’’

RUSSIA’S SIBERIAN RAILWAY, 


Dr. Allen of the Corean Legation Furnishes 
Interesting Information. 


By Telegraph to the PosTt-DISPATCH. 

WasHInGTon, D. O., June 9.—Dr. Allen, the 
American Secretary of the Corean Legation, in 
conversation with a newspaper representa- 
tive, regarding the new line of railway with 
which Russia purposes uniting the Empire 
proper with the Siberian coast on the Pacific, 
said: Tes, we are much interested in the 
East in the projected railway through Siberia 
to the Pacific. It will be one of the greatest 
undertakings of modern times and will bring 


China, Japan and Corea to European doors. 
Negotiations were at one time under way 
looking toward the cessation of Corean ports 
to the Russians, but nothing came of it, 
nor ever will as long as China 
lets Corea alone. The Coreans are not such 
children as they are sometimes represented to 
be. They bave no more idea of ceding 
ports to Russia than of sage concessions 
to China. If Chinareally thought them in- 
capable of keeping out of the fire, she should 
have conquered and occupied Corea some 
time during the past thousands of years, in- 
stead of acting as go- between in the formation 
of the recent treaties of independence. 

It would doubtless be better for Russia 
and the whole East, Dr. Allen continued, 
if the railroad sheuld be extended through 
Corea to Fusian, whichis very near Japan. 
Yet as Viadivostock, in Siberia, is really an 
open port all winter, there is no necessity of 
such an extension of the railroad, and 
as the route is very mountainous it might be 
found to be impracticable. A line of fine, 
large ships serve Viadivostock, Fusian and 
Nagasaki regularly. 

Here Dr. Allen guoted as follows from a 
cable dispatch on this subject printed last 
Sunday: ‘‘The Russians would have preferred 
one of the Corean ports for a Pacific railway 
terminus. Port Lazareff, or the Bay of Vozan, 
would have suited them better than Viadi- 
vostock. It is thoughtthe English Govern- 
ment had an inkling of this when they caused 
Port Hamilton to be occupied.’’ 

It is true, he said, that the English did 
suddenly occupy Port Hamilton when threat- 
ened with a Russian war, and wishing a North 
Pacific rendezvous, but they had soon to igno- 
miniously give it up, and the whole action 
only increased the growing antipathy to the 
British lion in the East.’’

There was a great deal of indignation ex- 
pressed, asat that time Colorado was over- 
whelmingly Republican, and to have the 
State, on ts first. appearance in 
Congress, misrepresented by a Dem- 
ocrat seemed rather a hard case, 
Nothing, however, could be done legally, 
and it was therefore determined to appeal to 
sentiment. Anumber of clubs were formed 
in Denver, which paraded the streets at night, 
bearing transparencies urging Patterson not 
to assert his technical right.
